New Camouflage 
May be 3-dimensional 


By HAL BOYLE 

NEW YORK (AP)—A _ novel 
theory of three-dimensional 
camouflage based on new archi- 
tectual forms and employing a 
secret modeling material was ad- | 
vocated today by Paul R. Melts- 
ner, industrial painter, to pro- 
tect United States defence plants 
from possible air attack. 

“Destruction. of vital industrial 
areas of London by bombing has 
proved the inadequacy of the 
camouflage technique now used 
in Europe—a technique little im- 
proved since first Great War 
days,” Meltsner said in an inter- 
view. 

The 36-year-old artist, whose 
industrial portraits, lithographs 
and murals are exhibited in mu- 
seums throughout the world, said 
a Study of camouflage had con- 
vinced him the flat or surface 
type of treatment now used most 
widely must be supplanted by a | 
three-dimensional method. 

Attempts to disguise individual 
industrial plants by painting their 
tops in various shapes had failed, 
he said, because photographs 
teken from the air showed up 
the telltale ridges and shadows. | 

To eliminate these, he proposed | 





that defence buildings and vital 


industrial areas be cloaked under 
a light super-structure which 
would serve as a base for a new 
plastic material he has evolved 
from which to model the camou- 
flage forms. 

For example, a factory in a 
rural area would look from the 
air like part of the surrounding 
landscape.

His 
removal from the scene of living men at the 
age of 82 will cause but a comparative ripple 
on the sea of the day’s news; the Austrian 
corporal who now controls the German Reich 
and dominates a dozen other countries has 
built up in eight short years a position— 
temporary though it may be as one counts 
the existence and progress of a nation— 
which reduces the accomplishments of the 
former Kaiser and Supreme War Lord to 
one of relative insignificance. Not that the 
chief of the new type of dynasty which sup- 
planted the structure created by the Weimar 
Constitution should be judged by standards 
applicable to the man who scurried across 
the Dutch border on the night of November 
10, 1918. But not even the tragic and mo- 
mentous events of these times permit us to 
forget that Wilhelm the Second of Prussia 
adopted and approved methods for the con- 
duct of war to which Adolf Hitler has added 
many, and, in his own light, improved in 





their diabolic efficacy. Nor have the older | 


generation of the German people forgotten 


that their emperor forsook his country in| 


the moment of its greatest need. Such re 
flections as are left to them may console 
them in their knowledge that the deeds of 
the best of the Hohenzollerns enabled the 
nation to survive the fall of Wilhelm’s dy 
nastie structure without resolving into those 
component parts which Bismarck had united 
into one great state. 

It will be for the historian to supply the 
speculative contrast of German life under 
the Republican government after the first

Action Now Wanted 


ITH HIS MIND ON THE POSSIBIL-

British Labor Solid 


N° PEACE WITH GERMANY WITHOUT 
“total victory.” So said British Labor 
yesterday with a block vote passed by 
2,430,000 affirmatives to 19,000 negatives. 
Delegates to the annual conference are re- 
quired to cast ‘ballots for all the members 
they represent. In specific terms the gath- 
ering included the. following in its official 
memorandum: 

“We declare we can have no part in a 
policy of accommodation and that the neces: 
sary prelude to a just peace is total victory. 
It would be folly and betrayal of those for 
whom we speak to put any trust in a peace 
to which Hitler and Mussolini are parties.” 

Thirteen months ago Labor spoke in the 
Howse of Commons as the official opposition, 
and at its annual meeting in Bournemouth 
it agreed that its party would consent to 
share in the responsibility of government on 
the one basic condition that Mr. Chamberlain 
give way to an aggressive and realistic suc- 
cessor—but on no other. consideration. The 
then Prime Minister retorted that he would 
“appeal to my friends” if the Labor Party 
insisted on forcing a vote of no confidence. 
There was NOUENE else for Parliament to do; 
the government's majority fell to such an 
extent that it was obvious many ministerial 
supporters had gone against their chief. On 
the evening of May 10, Mr. Churchill was 
commissioned by His Majesty to form a new 
cabinet, and Labor’s representatives were 
offered and accepted several major port- 
folios. The rest is history. 

Yesterday's decision, therefore, furnishes 
further evidence that British Labor is solid. 
It has lived up to all its promises; it will 
fight on in every conceivable way until the 
common enemy has been brought to book 
and suitably punished. Labor has a year of 
much sacrifice behind it; it is stronger in 
consequence.

Nowadays, while the convention of ban- 
quets continues, only the speeches survive 
The old spirit has died out. Consequently, 
the usual result is a group of embarrassed 
people, listening, cold sober, to an embar- 
rassed speaker 
in dinner jackets, eating inferior food, when 
they would much rather be home in their 
old clothes puttering in the garden or listen 
ing to Jack Benny.

USS. Ships to Maintain 
B.C.-Australasian Route

WASHINGTON (CP)—United 
States vessels immediately will 
take over all British shipping 


routes from Canada and the 
United States to Australia and 
New Zealand. 


The move, made to strengthen 
Britain’s Atlantic lifeline, was re- 
garded here as a probable fore- 
runner of a complete British 
withdrawal from maritime ac- 
tivities outside the war zone. 
Such withdrawal, with U.S. ves- 
sels taking over the routes, long 
has been considered likely but 
formal action did not come until 
late yesterday. 

In a brief announcement, the 
Maritime Commission reported 
the agreement and said a dozen 


British vessels would be released 


for Britain’s war effort. 


‘The agreement was interpreted 
in some official circles here as 
Britain’s 


further evidence of 
acute need for cargo tonnage in 
the battle of her ocean lifelines. 
The expectation was British en- 
sign ships in the South American 
trade soon would follow. 

The Maritime Commission’s an- 
nouncement capped: a day that 
saw various aspects of Britain’s 
lifeline battle figure prominently 
in capital developments. 

One disclosure was that “a 
number” of the commission’s new 
eargo vessels had been converted 
into aircraft carriers. John J. 
Dempsey, a member of the com- 
mission, gave the information to 
a Senate committee investigating 
the defence program.

Oil Pipe Mooted 


WASHINGTON (CP) — Can-| 
ada’s oil and gasoline require- 
ments have been under review 
here for the past two days by G. 
R. Cottrelle of Ottawa, Canadian 
oil controller, and officials of the 
British Shipping Commission and 
the United States Maritime Com- 
mission. 

The immediate subject was a 
shortage of oil tankers caused by 
diversion of 50 U.S. tankers to a 
shuttle service from Gulf of 
Mexico to eastern U.S. ports 
where British tankers pick up the 
oil for shipment across the At- 
lantic. Some of these tankers, 
either directly or indirectly, used 
to handle requirements of eastern 
Canada. 

It was understood Cottrelle’s 
conferences here were designed 
to find alternative transportation 
and to avoid, if possible, the gas- 
less Sundays and restricted con- 
sumption of oil in household 
burners that is faced by Ameri- 
cans, 

Construction of a pipeline from 
Portland, Me., to Montreal’ to 
handle 50,000 barrels of oil daily 
is under discussion. The pipe 
| would be 20 miles long.

BERLIN (AP)—Former Kaiser 
Wilhelm II of Imperial Germany 
died today at his exile estate of 
Doorn in the quiet backwash of 
a new German surge of conquest, 
almost 23 years after he fled 
from the crumbling failure of his 
own plan to dominate the world. 


The 82-year-old former emperor 
died at 11.30 am. (1.30 am, 
P.S.T.) in a sudden relapse of an 
iliness which brought family 
members to his bedside last week, 


The German leader in the first 
Great War was stricken several 
weeks ago with an obscure intes- 
tinal disorder. He was fed artifi- 
cially while his physicians sought 
te diagnose the complaint. 


Informed sources in Berlin 
said change for the worse this 
morning resulted from a lung 
emboly, 

(An emboly is defined as the 
condition in which one portion of 
a hollow organ is drawn back 
within another.) 

Even in death, it was reported, 
the’“old man of Doorn” will not 
return to the land he once ruled, 
but will be buried at Doorn.

The Crown Prince, who, it is 
said, never personally abdicated, 
would be in line for succession to 
the throne if the dynasty ever 
were reinstated. He seems re- 
signed, however, to never becom- 
ing emperor, He has kept almost 
entirely to Cecilienhof Castle at 
Potsdam since his offer to join 
the army during the war was 
declined. 

The Crown Prince’s eldest son, 
Prince Wilhelm, was wounded 
fatally in the battle in Flanders 
May 23, 1940. Oscar, another 
grandson. of the former Kaiser, 
died in the Polish campaign. 

The first redaction of German 
foreign office circles to Wilhelm's 
death was one of extreme caution. 
Asked whether a military order 
of the day would be issued, since 
Wilhelm once was commander- 
in-chief of the German armed 
forces, informed sources said:

IRRITATIONS 


He irritated Great Britain dur- 
ing the Boer War by telegraphing 
“Oom Paul” Kruger his best 
wishes for defence of the inde- 
pendence of the Transvaal, but, 
nevertheless, maintained strict 
neutrality throughout the war. 

He cultivated the friendship of 
the Czar of Russia and the Sultan 
of Turkey; endeavored, without 
success, to wean Russia from its 
alliance with England and France 

In 1908 he gave a startling inter- 
view with the London Daily Tele- 
graph in which he said Germany 
was building up its fleet, not 
against England but to be pre- 
pared for eventualities in the Far 
east. The Japanese saw in this 
statement a warning that some | 
day Germany and England might | 
join in a fight against them. | 


REACTION 

Chancellor Von Buelow of Ger- 
many in his memoirs said the 
London newspaper interview was | 
“a sudden slap in the face.’

DIVINE RIGHT 


At Brandenburg, in 1890, he de- 
livered his famous “Divine right” | 


speech. He said he regarded the} 
welfare of the German people as 
his “responsibility conferred by 
God”; that it was his duty “to in-| 
crease this heritage for which | 
one day I shall be called upon to 
give account.” He added: “Those 
who try to interfere with my task 
I shall crush.” | 


COLONIES EXTENDED 

He developed a colonial policy 
based on opportunism. While the 
“Open Door” policy in China was 
occupying the attention of the 
world he obtained a rich conces 
sion at Kiaochow from China in 
1898. He got Portuguese colonies 
in Africa when Portugal was hav- 
ing financial troubles; bought the 
Caroline and Ladrone Islands | 
from Spain at a moment when 
that country was exhausted after 
its war with the United States; | 
protectorates over colonies in 
southeast and east Africa were 
dissolved and became German 
crown colonies; he acquired a 
foothold In the Samoan Islands. 
PEACETIME GERMANY 

Alongside peaceful progress 
Germany built up an army and 
navy based upon universal ser- 
vice. “Deutschland Ueber Alles” 
superseded “Die Wacht Am 
Rhein” as the national song. He 
preached “Der Tag,” the day 
when Germany would get her 
place in the sun. Diplomats in 
Europe built up ententes and 
alliances to maintain “the balance 
of power.” The triple entente of | 
Great Britain, France and Russia 
hemmed in Wilhelm’s realm and 
grew stronger as the triple alli- 


ance of Germany, Austro-Hun 
and Italy weakened. 
Meanwhile, Germany moved 


forward in culture, science, trade 
and industry. Articles “made in 
Germany” were known in all 
world markets. Foreign students 
flocked to her universities. 


MOROCCO 


War clouds appeared over the 
Morocco situation in 1904, France 
was striving for expansion there; 
the Kaiser spoke up for inde- 
pendence of the northern Africa 
sultanate, picking a time when 
France's European ally, Russia, 
was engaged in its disastrous war 
with Japan. Trouble was staved
